The “emergency aid” proposal will meet with 
little dissent. Christian pirnciples have ever led 
Americans to relieve distress. There may be 
debate as to the amount/and nature of the emerg-

The Two Requests to Congress 

Not Necessarily Related - 

But the two requests made to Congress by the 
President have no necessary relation to each 
other. On the surface it appears that they do— 
‘since we are asked, first, to aid Europe with food, 
and second, to adopt price controls and rationing 


as a consequence of such generosity. To make. 


it appear in this light without the President actual- 
ly saying so may be smart politics, but it is simply 
not true. The food to be sent Europe this winter 
will, at the most, be only a small fraction of our 
domestic supply. This isn’t what has led the 
President to ask that we be returned to a_con- 
trolled economy. It is something else. 


That something else is the “Marshall Plan.” 
Although emergency relief has been cleverly 
coupled with the demand for ‘‘controls,’’ the two 
do not belong together in any acourate analysis 
of the whole situation. Emergency aid is within 
our ability and it can stand or fall on its own 
merits. _But the two proposals which should be 
discussed together, and which are inextricably 
interwoven with each other are, the Marshall 
Plan and the plan for controls. They are two 
facets of the same design. 


The ‘Truman Plan” 

Underlying what we may now call the ‘‘Tru- 
man Plan” are two simple assumptions. If one 
accepts both, he must go along with the Plan. 
If he rejects either, he rejects the Plan as a whole. 
Here are the assumptions: 


4. War-shattered Europe is in an economic 
emergency so desperate that it will collapse un- 
less supported by the U. S. taxpayer to the extent 
of $18 billion. But if the money and goods are 
sent, the battle for freedom will be won in Europe, 
and the healthy world-economy that results will 
stop Communism. 


2. The only way such vast quantities of goods 
required can be subtracted from our own supplies 
without wrecking our free economy through in-

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Last week one Isaac Bilderslee, Associate Sup- 
erintendent of Schools in Charge of Brooklyn 
(N.Y.) Districts 41 and 42, issued an order. of 
restrictions on Christmas observance in 23 pub- 
lic schools. The Bildersee statement read: 


“Christmas Carols with reference to the Nativ- 
ity may not be sung, nor may decorations in- 
clude symbols of any faith. Christmas is a time 
of rejoicing and expressing good will and should 
be devoid of religion.” 


After protests by the Knights of Columbus, 
Catholic War Veterans, the Protestant Council, 
Bishop Charles K. Gilbert of the Episcopal Di- 
ocese of New York, and Dr. Norman Vincent 
Peale of Marble Collegiate Church, Bilderslee 
said: 


“I do not intend to revoke my order and will 
not do so unless ordered by my superior’, 


Supporting this Marxist in his anti-Christian 
order, were the Communist Front, the American 
Civil Liberties Union, which gave birth to the 
Civil Right Committee appointed by President 
Truman with Marxist Morris Ernst the mainspring 
and guiding genius. He is former president of 
A.C.L.U., which is packed with Communists. 


Also supporting this Marxist order are the 
American Jewish Congress, Teachers Guild of 
the A. F. of L. 


Bilderslee, like other -Marxists, does not be- 
lieve in Christmas, except as a means of causing 
Christians to spend: hundreds of millions of dol- 
lars for gifts.

These Two Assumptions 


- Let us examine these two assumptions. 


Without question the basic economic emer- - 


gency in Europe is grave. We have shown how 
dependent the economy of all Europe is upon 
the restoration of Germany. The War of 1939- 


1945 was disastrous to the European economy | 


as a whole, so that even under favorable con- 
ditions reconstruction will be a long and painful 
process. $ 

But the natural healing of the wounds of Eur- 
ope has been retarded by three factors. The first 
is, the stupidity of American-British policy: with 
regard to most of Europe, especially Germany 
and Spain. 


t 

The second retarding factor is the Soviet Union. 
With Eastern and part of Central Eufope under 
its control, Russia has been striving, through ecoh- 
omic and political devices, to keep Western -Eu- 
rope from recovery. The purpose is obvious: 
if its strategy succeeds, all Europe will be brought 
under the hammer and sickle. 


The third factor is the emergence in Europe 
of a rash of socialist governments. These have 
proceeded to ‘‘nationalize’’ as much as possible 
of the reSources and industry of their respective 
countries. And this has retarded recovery. In 
Britain and France the consequences have been 
close to tragic. Nor have we seen the end of 


them. 


The situation we face in Europe, then, is a 


complex of factors in which the economic factor ~ 


is not alone. 


But the economic factor must, in the long run, 
be decisive. If Western European economy, 
ich must function as a whole or not at aH, re- 
covérs soundly, there will be no Red advance to 
the Atlantic. For people with a higher standard 
of living will not knowingly exchange it for a 
lower standard like Russia’s. 


How does the Marshall Plan propose to cure 
the ills of Europe? m 





Short of war, the economic and political factors 
of the Soviet Union must be recognized and 
reckoned with just as is the weather or geography. 
The Marshall Plan cannot change them. 


Sixteen European states outside the Soviet 
orbit (not including Spain or Germany) have met 
in Paris, at our request—not on their own mo- 
tion——to consider their needs. After scaling many 
billions from their original estimates, they finally 
asked the United States for $18 billions over a 
period of five years. 


According to our Administration, the dignity 
and independence of the nations willing to accept 
our aid must be scruplously respected. To put it 
another way, we dare not condition our aid upon 
the kind of government a country has, or the 
degree to which that government may decide to 
adopt a socialist economy. This means that the 
money and goods requested of us will go not to 
mere physical relief or to the encouragement of 
private business, but to the creation and main- 
tenance of state monopolies — of a socialist 
Europe. 

The ri reasoning behind this thinking is curious. 
On the one hand we are told that the Marshall 


Plan alone will keep despairing and resperate ‘ 


Europe from sliding into the Communist abyss. 
Then we are told that if we attach any conditions 
as to the use of our billions, which we are giving 
away free, our impertinence and insolence will be 
resented. If we are to save Europe from the 
Communist (Marxist) abyss, we must not insult- 
ingly ask it to refrain from turning and jumping 
into the Socialist (Marxist) abyss. Europe might 
‘not take our money! 


What About Germany? 
But what does the Marshall Plan do for Ger- 


~ 


masa? Germany was not represented at the 
Paris conference or would-be recipients of aid, 
for it is divided between East and West, and the 
portion we control has no common government 
save Our own. So far as we can learn the plan 
for Germany discussed in a recent article is the 
Marshall Plan for Germany. But, as that article 
showed, the plan of August 29, 1947, for Ger- 
many is only the Morgenthau Plan for revenge 
to restore German economy. No real European 
recovery is thinkable without a drastic change in 
our attitude toward Germany. The Marshall Plan 
gives no hint of any such change. 
k * * * * Ey * 

Let us establish the principle of freedom in 
Germany, where we have the power to do it, and’ 
we will force other countries to return to free 
enterprise and miaximum reward. They will be 
so forced, not by us, but by their own people. 
They will not stand by and see Germany go 
ahead, without adopting the same _ principle. 
Bureaucratic control of business and industry can 
never compete on equal terms with a free econ- 
omy. * * * Germany is the principal key 
to European recovery. Give Germany the chance 
to recover, beyond temporary relief, there - will 
be little need for American loans to European 
countries. 


And, incidentally, Spain is not found among 
countries to receive aid under the Marshall Plan. 
She has been left out because the extreme Ift- 
wingrs in the Administration have so ordered. 
Yet Spain needs little, her credit is high, and 
strategically speaking it is more important to 
America to strengthen Spain than any country 
on the Continent. 


The Agitation for 

The Marshall Plan 

The agitation for the Marshall Plan has em- 
phasized extremme crisis and impending doom, 
unless we come across with the $18 billion. Yet 
there are many indications that the nature of the 
“emergency” has been misrepresented and ex- 
aggrated. The American pople, who have no 
direct access to the facts, have been given the 
impression that without the Marshall Plan dol- 
lars, the European economy faces imminent col- 
alpse. What are facts? 

They are not nearly so black as painted. De- 
spite the stifling, bureaucratic blanket which 
Socialism has thrown over human effort, yet the 
economy of Europe is far from dead. Remove 
the Socialist shackles, let the natural energies 
of men be released to earn commensurate re- 
wards, and in a few years Europe will become 
soundly prosperous — and we will still have most 


of our money.

Belgium, which certainly suffered the physical 
and mental consequences of war, stands out today 
among the nations of Europe like a bright light. 
Why? Because, once Belgium had regained con- 
trol of its own destiny, the Belgium people made 
a momentous decision.

But along with these were many who | in 1939 
to 1941 were in the forefront of the effort to get 
America into war. It is fair to assume that these 
internationalists are the mainspring of this Stim- 
Ltt Committee. Conspicuous among them is the 
name of Clark: Eichelberger, professional pro- 
moter of internationalism. He was long the ex- 
ecutive officer of the Committee to Defend Am- 
erica by Aiding the Allies. He it was who ap- 
peared in June 1946 before the Resolutions Com- 
mittee of the Republican National Committee in 
Chicago to advise the Republican Party what to 
put into its platform. When, as he finished, a 
bystander asked him if he was.not a Fourth Term 
Democrat, and, if so, what was he doing advising 
the Republican Party, he abruptly left the hall 
without replying. 

Eichelberger’s action here is typical of the way 
the gullible Republican Party drafted its plat- 
forms in 1936, 1940 and 1944, and of the way 
its candidates conducted their campaigns. Since 
it-is desirable that real issues be presented to the 
voters at the polls in 1948, if the Republicans in 
Congress and in next June’s convention permit 
the internationalist crew, sparked by the Eichel- 
bergers, again to dictate their program, then no 
real issues will be presented, and the outcome 


will be the same as twelve, eight and four years” 


previously. 


_ Let’s Go Back to the American Way 

There is an American way, and we should 
choose it. It is the way of freedom. Let us give 
Europe such emergency aid as is actually needed. 
Let us unshackle the German economy. Let us 
courage free enterprise in Europe, releasing the 
energies of men to work for their own salvation. 
For the sake of getting a first-class military ally 
in Europe, which we may need, let us drop our 
nonsensical, communist-inspired attitude toward 
Spain, and let us do business with her and let her 
do business with us. 

Let us encourage such private loans as Euro- 
peans can make here on a business basis for sound 
business purposes: Lét us put our own house in 
order, restoring our Republic to the control of 
those who believe in the principle of freedom.

‘THE DESPAIR OF RUSSIAN WOMEN 


Several weeks ago COMMON SENSE pub- 
lished quotations from “The Communist”, vol. 
XVI, No. 6, showing how. Marx and Lenin (prob- 
ably history’s most despicable defilers of woman- 
hood), planned and directed the enslavement 
of Rusisan women. We again quote: 


“For the complete emancipation and for their 
real equality with men, it is necessary to estab- 
lish social. economy and the participation of 
women in general productive labor. Only then 
will Women occupy the same place as men.’ 


“This is the teaching of Lenin. 


“Comrade Lenin stressed that we: ‘. . 
find our way to them, we must study and try to 
find that way. That is why we must put demands 
favorable to women. Our demands are practical 
conclusions which we have drawn from the burn- 
ing needs; the shameful humiliation of women in 
bourgeois society, defenseless and without right. 
We demonstrate thereby that we recognize these 
needs and are sensitive of the humiliation of wom- 
en, the privileges of man; that we hate, yes, hate 
everything, and will abolish everything which 
tortures and oppresses the women workers, the 
housewife, the peasant woman, the wife of the 
petty trader — yes, and in many cases the women 
of the possessing classes. 


‘* ‘Not as reformists do, lulling them to inaction 
and keeping them in leading strings,’ Lenin con- 
tinued, but as revolutionaries who call upon the 
women to work as, equals in transforming the old 


economy and ideology.’ ”’

How well the followers of Marx and Lenin 
accomplished their purpose has never been more 
aptly described than in an appeal entitled “THE 
DESPAIR OF RUSSIAN WOMEN” translated 
and condensed from Ceska Zena in St..Louis, Mo., 
in September, 1938, which COMMON SENSE 
republishes herewith in the belief that it is of 
more interest to American ‘women in 1947 thaw 
it was in 1938, in view of the progress Com- 
munism has made all over the world’ since_ this 
warning by the Russian women. 

It is becoming increasingly obvious that a .sim- 
ilar fate faces American women unless sufficient 
numbers of people spend time and money to 
stop Marxism while we are still free to do so. 
We urge slow, compréhensive reading of the 
pitiful plea which follows: 


DESPAIR OF RUSSIAN WOMEN 

“We, the women of Russia, mothers, wives 
and daughters in deepest despair, have recourse 
lo the women of the whole civilized world. We 
particularly warn those deceived by false propa- 
ganda: those who suspect, or even “know the 
facts, but are indifferent: and finally, those who 
simply do not comprehend the danger threaten- 
ing them. 


“This letter, our cry of despair, we send to 
all of you! It is written at the greatest risk of 
our lives, and sent by special means, although 
its safe delivery is not certain. We beg of you 
to spread its contents. It is self-evident why the 
letter is not signed; but it is a message written 
with the very blood of the hearts of Russian 
women. 


“This is not an appeal for help and protection 
-—that is impossible. It is not even an appeal for 
sympathy — we have ceased to be human beings. 
We merely ask that you do not be deceived by 
illusions of the ‘Paradise’ promised you by Com- 
munists, in which, you are told, working condi- 
tions have been improved and women made in- 
dependent and equal to men. 


“No, in Russia there is neither the promised 
nor better working conditions, nor

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the emancipation of women. 

“They took from us the housework ‘and light 
factory labor, and compel us to fill the heavy 
jobs of men, in factories, mines and agriculture. 
This ‘emancipation’ in the Soviet is the exploita- 
tion of women by men who have reserved for 
themselves 85 percent of the light work in Offices, 
whereas, they submit women to the hardest 
labers. 

“They have-made beasts of us! In the Com- 
munist staté, we have ceased to be wives, moth- 
ers and daughters. We are slaves whom the 
Communists ‘punish with rawhides, starvation and 


' sufferings worse than the scourge of the execu- 


tioner. We are enslaved for constant drudgery, 
and for the most repulsive vices! 

“We. suffer from our twelfth year (in some 
instances, our sufferings begin earlier). From 
that age, if we want a piece of dry black bread, 
or if we wish employment, we are forced to sell 
our bodies! If we do not submit, we become 
victims of violence. Resistance, or protestation 
before the government is useless, because that 
is conidered ‘bourgeois presumption’ which must 
be punished. 

“When we marry, it is never because of love 
(love is also considered ‘bourgeois presumption’) 
tut simply to share a.dwelling wherein to sleep. 
The husband, if we have children, almost invar- 
iably, soon casts us aside as useless. 

“Our children, to whom we cannot given even 
the bare necessities of life, soon become street 
waifs roaming from town to town like hungry 
dogs seeking something to eat. These are the 
future population of Russia, nurtured by Com- 
munists. ‘ 

“And we, women who at twelve have begun 
to live as mothers, at 25, become wrecks. In 
factories we are assigned to the heaviest work; 
in the mines, we toil in darkness; in the fields, 
in groups of 30 or 40 we pull plows; too fre- 
quently our backs are lashed with the brigadier’s 
whip. Women in the fields are substitutes for 
broken tractors, and are worked instead of horses 
of which there is a scarcity. If any dares protest, 
she is tortured with hunger. When, in the towns 
and in the country, women are given a wage, it 
is as little as 60 to 120 rubles. And even of this 
they are forced to contribute to numberless loans, 
relief, etc. The remainder must cover expenses 
for food, clothing and rent, and frequently the 
support of a ‘husband’ they are compelled to re- 
main married to. - 

“Those in power indulge in luxury at the ex- 
pense of our toil, our beggarly existence. 
apartments belong to the state, and we must pay 
for a Small space much more than private owners 
formerly received. In these dwellings we live, 
six, eight men and women in one room! 

“Clothing and footwear can be obtained only 
with the greatest difficulty, unless one has some 
protection from the government office. Most 
of the women are ‘dressed’ in rags. Rags are 
worn instead of shoes. 


‘We, who write this had belonged to the 
peasant class during the Czar’s regime. We 
We 


complained. about the Czar’s government.

Thus write Russian women. These inhuman 
cruelties confirm many verbal and _ written 
reports of eye witnesses in that land of heartless 
injustice. Their letter voices true despair and 
along with this, hatred towards men in whom 
they recognize selfish oppressors. 

It is easy to comprehend these feelings. It was 
the men who fought either for Communism or - 
against it; wommen chiefly suffered. Therefore, 
it is the fault of the Russian men that Commun- 
ism won. This circumstance must always be 
taken into account by men of the whole world. 
On the other hand, I cannot omit the fact that 
those men who fought and still fight Communism 
have paid, and are still paying for their courage, 
the price of their lives.

din this: connection,- you. ate quoted as saying: 


‘““Our.progress in. combating: the Mexican hoof and - 


mouth disease before its spread to American herds, 
is.one.example of our wider concept. of .respons- 
ibility,..which we-formerly limited,,to our ,:own 
-borders.” 

{May I suggest that you. advance your efforts 
and your studies to the human problem and come 
forward with a plan to. keep out of the United 
States individuals and groups who are infected 
wit!» diseases and unfitness far more dangerous 
to us than the hoof and meuth disease. You 
know full well that thousands of individuals, in- 
fected with ideologies. dangerous to our well- 
being, have been allowed to cross our borders. 
-Many of these diseased and undesirable individ- 
uals have been run in unlawfully. Many come 
as part of a well developed plan to destroy us. 
You will remember that at one time a bill passed 
the Congress to put out of our country large 
numbers of aliens unlawfully within our gates, 
and you may recall, Senator, that that bill was 
vetoed by the late President Roosevelt. 


“The character and virility of the average 


citizen as he appears on Main Street, is the index 
of our ability to march on and succeed as a nation. 
No mongrel nation has long survived in history. 
It is quite evident today that we will be no ex- 
ception. We should welcome the right kind of 
selected individuals of the right breed who wish

Are we honest- 
to-God Christian Americans going to stand silent- 
ly by, as we are driven West and into eternity? 
At least the Indians put up a fight before they 
were exterminated. I beg of you, Senator, to 
extend your studies of the hoof and mouth disease, 
to include those diseased and undesirable indi- 
viduals who are moving heaven and earth to se- 
cure permission to enter our country. Already 
our future is threatened by those now here, some 


‘of whom reject assimilation as they retain their 


allegiance to their tribe. ;
